NEW YORK.—Decision on the 
Gonshak case was reserved by the 
Appellate Part of the Court of 
Special Sessions, following hearings 
on an appeal filed by the N. Y. Dis- 
trict International Labor Defense 
held yesterday morning in Criminal 
Courts Building, Brooklyn. The ver- 
dict will be announced in about two 
weeks. 


Workers jammed the court in such 
large numbers that the hearing 
which was to have been held in a 
small room had to be transferred to 
a larger courtroom. 

The prosecuting attorney refused 
to discuss the case and stated that 
he was willing to rest on the rec- 
ords. Attorneys for the 1L.D. were 
cut short in their arguments against 
the vicious 2-year sentence handed 

by Judge Aurelio for his 
activity for unemployed relief. 

More than 300 workers participated 
in a parade through the downtown 
streets Monday night for Gonshak’s 
release. Applause greeted the down- 
town 1.L.D. dramatic group as it per- 
formed the Scottsboro Mass Recita- 
tion on a truck along the line of 
march.

A doctor, a member of 
the Communist Party, and two wo- 
men were washing him in warm 
water in the bath. 

The doctor told me afterwards 
that it was a mystery to him how 
Braun had ever managed to drag 
himself through the streets..- A de- 
cent taxi-driver had taken him, re- 
enite his state, and they had put) 
newspapers on the cushions in an ef- 
fort to avoid bloodstains.

On the Brink of Death 

His hair had apparently been 
hacked about with knives or scis- 
sors. He was unable to speak, but 
the removal of the caked blood and 
the washing of the wounds obviously 
occasioned him terrible pain, al- 
though he did his best to stifie the 
groans. 

The Party doctor bound him as 
best he could, and he was then taken 
to hospital, where he lost conscious- 
“ness the same night and remainéd 
on the brink of death for several 
days before an improvement finally 
set in. 

‘A closer medical examinafion re- 
vealed that his skull was fractured, 
his nasal bone smashed, the jaw 
fractured in two places, and his front 
teeth beaten in. 

Kidnapped By Gang 

Here is the story’ he told later: 
A gang of Nazis, led by a well-known 
local Storm Detachment leader, took 
him in a car to tie nearest Nazi 
quarters. 


Immediately they got him inside 
the place they set the electric piano 
| churning out. a mareh, and then fell 
‘on him furiously, beating him up 
with rubber truncheons. “Steairuten” 
(steel rods) and other wearons. 

When he was.on the zround he 
was kicked repeatedly in the face 
by the Nazi leader—let’s call him 
Schumann 

I know ‘the fellow, and saw him 
later swaggering through the streets 
with a bulky revolver at his belt, 
wearing the white armiet of the 
auxiliary police and flanked .on 
either side by a regular policeman. 

Half-conscious, Braun was then 
flung down the stairs into the cellar, 
where, after a time, he found five 
other men lying on the floor, several 
of them unconscious. 

All of \them had been similarly 
treated. One of them was a local 
official of the Communist Party—call 
him Blomfeld. 

'’ Failed To Return 

Blomfeld has not been heard of 
since, and there can be Kittle doubt 
that he has been murdered. He 
|was not taken from his home at 
night, hut simply failed to return one 
| day.

as best they could.
